Access to quality parks, trails, and recreational opportunities is a priority for PARD. This will
require dual strategies of increasing the safe and equitable access to existing parks and acquiring
new parkland. Acquiring land that can be used for future parks as population grows is a priority
for PARD. Austin's Parkland Acquisition Program selects sites that have the potential to
preserve unique natural features, can be developed and maintained as parks, and meet
community needs (e.g., in park-deficient areas).
